MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. <

Gentlemen of the House of Rem esentatives : 


The last day of the legislative assembly, 1 received H. B. No. 
S1, a bill to provide for electing a board of auditors in Marion 
county. 

I cannot approve of the same for the reasong:" 


First—It. proposes to elect officers not provided for in the con- 
stitution. l 

Second—The twelfth section of article seventh of the constitu- 
tion éxpressly gives to the county court, the powers and duties 
proposed in the bill, to be conferredon-a “board of auditors.” 

Third—The constitution says the county court shall have ju- 
risdiction pertaining to probate courts, and boards of county 
commissioners. . 
. Fourth—The jurisdiction of county commissioners in this state 
has always been understood to include auditing accounts and 
claims against the county. If the power is vested in the county 
court, it-cannot be changed toa board of auditors, without alter-- 
ing the constitution. f 

Fifth—It is true, the above section of the constitution provides. 
forthe election of a board of county commissioners, to sit with 
the judge in transacting county business, or the legislature may 
provide for “a separate board for transacting county business,” 
but such board must be a board of county commissioners, and 
not of auditors. The duties may be the same under one name as 
the other, but the constitution has fixed the name by which per- 
sons sliall be known in transacting: county business, and the le- 
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gislature violates the constitution, when it changes the’ name! of 
such officer. As well might the legislature attempt to change the 
name of the supreme court, to that of ecclesiastical court.

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Joint Conygution : 


On behalf of numerous citizens of Oregou, I am commissioned 
to present to the state, through the medivin of the legislative 
assembly, a most interesting memento of early history. ~ 
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The Whitman massacre, from which originated the Caynbe 
‘war, will ever remain a tragic page upon the record of our terri- 
torial existence, tnd offers a striking example of the superstition 
sod malignant treachery of Indian character. i 

Dr. Whitman and his family, resigning all the comforts and 
privileges of an eastern home, had made a home, as missionaries, 
_with the Cayuse tribe, on the Walla Walla river. A residence of 
twelve years had effected much good among them ‘and seemed to 
have. earned, as it deserved, their affection and respect and many 
umong the Indians appeared to undeistand and appreciate the 
principles of christianity. But superstition and treachery pre- 
vailed over christian teachings and Dr. Whitman and his family 
fell, victims to savage hate. Their names have an honored place‘ 
in the memories of our people and theìr death was avenged in 
many conflicts. 

This tomahawk which I here present, is known to be the yery 
instrument used to complete the bloody act of their massacre, a 
‘generation since, and has been purchased as a memento to be, 
treasured in the archives of the state ; a'relic of the dangeis.that 
beset thé early settlers and speaking the sad fate that befell one 
of the most unselfish and self-savrificing of our race. 

This tomahawk has been treasured by the savages themselves, 
asa memorable thing. By the Cayuses it was presented to their 
ally Stock Whitley, a distinguished chief, and one of the bravest 
warriors that fought us in the Indian wars east of the mountains; 
and when he fellon bis last war path, battling beside the white 
nian against our common enemy, the Snakes, the old chief left it 
as an heir-loom to his name and race. From the family of Stock 
Whitley, it came into the possession of Wm. Logan, Esq., of the 
Dalles, who presented it to the Sanitary cause, and after being 
the means of raising near one hundred dollars for the relief of the 
sick and wounded of the soldiers fighting the battles of the nation 
in the field, it comes at last into the possession of the state, to 
‘suggest, to coming generations, the perils they escaped. 

Accompanying it, is the photograph of Stock Whitley, and the 
ornamental pouch he used to‘ wear. i ?

~ This tomahawk pipe -was Denise by Tam-ma-haas, the big 


murderer from the Crow Indians, and afterward used by him,at 
the murder of Dr. Whitman, and was the instrument, of Dr. 
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ae hjtman’s ‘death. Tam-ma-haas was huag at Orego¥ city; for 
this murder and the tomahawk. was inherited by his: brother 
Stonch, who presented it to the chief, Stock Whitley, as an extra- 
ofdinary token of esteem. The undersigned has heard Steck 
‘Whitley tell the-history of the pipe, and he was acknowledged 
to be a truthful Indian. te 

In the commencement of this season, Stock Whitley carried it 
with him when he went to war with the Snakes, and it was in 
the first battle with the Snakes, where Lieut. Watson was- killed 
outright, and Stock Whitley was mortally wounded. The pipe, 
after the death of Steck Whitley, was presented by his family to 
Donald McKay, who presented it to Mr. Wm. Logan.
